oO. T. Rose, the California oil 
pert, who has been conducting 
vestigations in the north for the past 
several months, has returned to the 
city after havihg staked claims in 
townships 72 and 78, ranges 24 and 
£5, west of the fourtn meridfan, for 
himself and associates. 

Mr. Ross has spegt many years i) 
the California oil fields and came to 
Lidmonton on his own behalf to look 
for ofl, which he believed from having 
read reports of geologists on the 
formation of the country, existed 
here. He arrived in Edmonton last 
June and at once set out porth, 
After several months’ work he came 
to the conclusion that oil could be 
cbtained on the Athabasca’ River 
rear Moose Portage, north-west 
Athabasca Landing. 

Having satisfied himself that oil 
was present, Mr. Ross visited Ottawi 
and succeeded in interesting Dr. W. T. 
Shillington, a well Known financier 
who has been associated with mininr 
development in Cobalt. Dy, Shilling- 
ton is behind the proposifon to bore 
ier oil on the land that has veen 
staked out and he is expected to ar- 
rive in the city in the courte of a few 
days. 

Indications are Favorable. 


“All the indications are favorabie” 
ceclared Mr. Ross, speaking to a Bul 
letin representative yesterday. “There 
is nothing which could be taken’ as 
evidence against the probability of oil 
being discovered. Mr. Ross declares 
that the tar sands existing at Fort 
MeMurray rather point to the faci 
that oil had been there, but the tar 
sands are only the residue.” 

Me was of epioton Chet to fine ofl 
tn quid form search must be made 
where the oil had not had a chance 
tc escape, Tracing the formation 
back from MeMurray to the vicinity 
of Athabasca Landing he has come to 
the conclusion that the spot selected 
on the Athabasca River some fifty 
miles north-west of the Landing is 
the right spot to bore with the bést 
chance of success.

A standard oi] drilling outfit will 
be taken in over the ice this winter

“How deep do you expect to drill?”

“I would be prepared to go 4000 
feet, although 1 don't expect to have 
10 go that far. I think we shall find 
before we get anything like so 
deep. If we have to go beyond 2500 
feet, the last 1500 feet will be difti- 
cult work and will take a long time—

Shedding Additional Light 
On the Kleinwort Deal 


The original contract with Kleinwort, Son & Co., of London, 
England, whereby they were to purchase $10,840,000 worth of 
Edmonton five per cent, debentures at 95, has been brought very 
prominently into the present mini¢ipal campaign by opponents of 
Mayor Short. Their chicf argument is that this agreement was not 
signed by Kleinworts, and that therefore “they (Kleinworts), can- 
not ‘be blamed for not carrying it out, 

lt would be interesting to have these people read more ex- 
tensively from the files covering the entire Kleinworts deal, to 
which they have had full access and from which, to date, they have 
quoted so ape. 

Blake Redden, London s0licitors, who were asked to advise 
the city in the matter, after Ktelnworts had invoked the war 
clause, and who interviewed Kleinworts’ solicitors in London, say 


in part in thelr letter of July 25: 
“Mesars Kletuworts’ solicitors admit the clause is very indefin- 


ite . . They explained, however, that the real difficulty was the 
present state of the moncy market and the inability of Messrs. 
Kleinworts to get subscriptions for the debentures during — ihe 
* summer months, We gathered that in their view the real difficulty 
had been the delay in getting the issue authorized and they were 
evidently, anxious to avoid burcening themselves with debentures 


before the autumn.” 
Lloyds’ solicitor is quoted in a cable of August 8 as saying that 


“the city is in a strong position’’ and that “the contract is not di- 


visible,” as Kleinworts claimed 
Harold G. Grown, another ‘Condon solicitor, after enquiries in 


London, states that there is “vo war clause which can be satd 


to be customary on the London Stock Exchange.” 

James Bicknell, on August 1, advised General Manager Wilkie 
of the Imperial Bank that “original contract Is binding on Klein- 
worts, and that the city can treat the whole contract as broken, 
and entitled to heavy damages.” Mr. Bicknell reviews the question 
at considerable length 

Mr. Wilkie's letter to Henry Bell, manager of Lloyds’ Bank in 
London: “Edmonton fecls outenged and from all I can sce see of 
the contrac: and of the corre-pondence, very properly so. They 
are being taken advantage of U» one of the greatest firms of Lon- 
don without provocation. ‘The delay in furnishing the bonds them- 
selves is the result of Kleinworts’ requests from time to @ ask- 
ing changes in the form. I enclose a letter from Edmonton — to 
that effect. Kleinworts’ effort to repudiate on the ground of the 
war clause is ridiculous when it is remembered that a more serious 
war was actually in existence at the time the contract was entered 


into and during the time the installments were paid. . .”

General Rabago as military fev 
ernor, was responsible for the garri- 
son when Victoria was attacked by 
the rebels on November 17. 


It was not until this morning that 
the newspapers of the Mexican capi- 
tal published any intimation that Vic- 
toria had been taken. Rabago was 
credited to have evacuated The city. 
The private message fails to give de- 
tails of his death 

The government still pretends to 
have the most meagre information re- 
garding the fighting south oF Juares,

WHOLLY RESPONSIBLE? 

Editor Bulletin: 

Sir,«-While abuse is being heaped 
on the superintendent of the street 
ear service, a word from another view 
pont Might not be amiss, 

As a resident of the west end of the 
city, | wish to say I find a decided im- 
provement in the service under the 
new schedule. 1 think Jd use the cars 
a8 much as the average citizen, using 
them on both sides of the river every 
week day, While I hold no brief for 
the superintendent (having but the 
slightest acquaintance with him), yet 
1 belleve in fair play, and from what 
1 have seen ,there is much the trouble 
with our service that is entirely out- 
sid» his control 

‘uke the west end. A Nelson ave 
enue ear crosses three railway tracks 
inside of five minutes, On 24th at 
Stony Plain road, two blocks farther 
at Stephen avenue, three blocks far- 
ther on Short avenue another. In each 
case the conductor has first to see to 
his in@oing passengers that they pay 
their fares, for these crossings are at 
streets where passengers get on, then 
after they are on he runs ahead to 
flag the car across. This all takes 
time, If he allowed the passengers to 
ket on while he flagged ahead, about 
seven out of ten would pay, 

Again, at the E., Y. & P. crossing 
at 24th, if a train is coming from 
the south side, and too near for a 
street car to pass over, invariably 
these trains take the west leg of the 
“Y¥," before the street car can pos- 
stbly get to Stephen avenue the same 
train has again blocked the street car 


at Stephen, To make matters worse, 
the switch at the west leg of the “Y" 
is within a few feet of 24th street.

It appears that the rush was start- 
ed through investigations which are 
being madeé by a Mr. Ross, a Califor- 
nia mining engineer, who has been 
Prospecting in the north since last 
spring. Mr. Ross is an experienced 
cil engineer and has stated that the 
territory where claims are being 
staked is a very likely place for oil. 

Similar to California. 

Mr. Ross was interviewed by a Bul- 
letin reporter on his arrival here from 
California, severdl months ago, and 
he expressed himself as very favor- 
ably impressed with the chances for 
oll in this country. He compared the 
xeological formation here with that 
California and Pennsylvania and

Wcrk of Great Commercial Im- 
portance to France and 
Spain ‘Under Way 


Fort Fraser has an ideal location fora city at the confluence of the 
Upper and Lower Nechaco Rivers, rising gradually from the rivers toa height of about thirty feet, thus 
making natural drainage easy. 


Madrid, Nov. 28.—The three lines 
of railway through .the heart of the 
Pyrenees between France and Spain, 


now under construction, will be of 
sreat commercial value, affording 
shorter and more direct means of 
transit than have hitherto existed, 

The line between Jaca, Spain, and 
Oloren, France, will be finished, it is 
thought, in 1917. In June, 1914, the 
Chemin De Fer Du Midi de France 
will begin to operate fhat portion 
reaching from Oloran to Bedons. The 
work from Bedons to Hstant has been 
taken over by the contractors building 
the Sompert tunnel, who will prepare 
the road bed for rails, and it is 
thought that the tunnel will be com- 
pleted during the coming year.
